IS IT BAD TO BE BIG7 
' Twice recently prominent Americana have 
dwelt on the queatlon whether great size In 
buElnesi brlnds ua too many social evlla. 

Charles E. Wilson, headjsl Oeneral Electric, 
largest !n Its IleM. pounced President 
Truman (or objecting to bigness. He aald: 
• This la pure nostalgia lor the horse and 
buggy days o! hualneu, plus a Tear tlftt while 
bignesa may be economically good. It la 
socially bad." 

Wilson couldn't aee any reason why bigness 
■hould be viewed ai leading Inevitably tc 
baoness. 

He drew no answer from the PrealdenL 
But an Indirect reply came from Justice Wil- 
liam O. Douglas of the U. S. supreme court. 

Dla^K-nltng from a court decision In an anll- 
iruat case that went against the Standard 
Oil company o! Calllomla, Douglas round oc- 
casion to take sharp aim at what he termed 
'■the curse of blgneas." 

To set forth all his railed complalnU 
agftlnst blgneas would b« Unposslbla In a 
short space. But wa quote him cc tht one hi 
apparently rates moat Important: 

Beyond tU there U the effect on the com- 
munity when Independents are swallowed up 
by the trusts, and entrepreneurs become em- 
ployes of absentee o^riers. Then there U a 
aerious loss of cltlienshlp. Local leadership 
Is diluted. He who was a leader In the village 
becomes dependent on outsiders for his ac- 
tion and policy," 

We wonder If that really Is the inascap- 
ftbla price of bignesa, 

Some monster corporations are managed 
In a way that seems to refute the Douglas 
argument. A big automobile maker with geo- 
graphically scattered plants glvei the vari- 
ous plant managers a high degree of Inde- 
pendent authority. A large mldweitem de- 
partment store with manufacturing eubstdl- 
ariea does the same. And there are many 
others. 

These unit managers are no figureheads 
they have genuine policy-making and admln- 
Ittrattra responsibility, and In consequence 
XSmy *re htld itrlctly accountable for per- 
fonnnca. f ■ 

Adwttet^, howevsr, big companies of this 
kind are nftt the rule. They cant obscure the 
fact that eoontlMi giant ,flrma are highly 
cantrallaed with absentee oontrol exercised 
from the top. 

But at least the known ezsonpleE of de- 
centralised authority suggest a possible an- 
awer to this particular "social ertl" of blg- 
neas. 

Wherever business bigness can be shown 

conclusively to be economically good for the 
country, tt seems to us wise to let H stand. 

If the bigness has brought with U a train 
ol sortsi evils, let us then attack them with 
all our iTnaglnatlre vigor mitll we beat them 

Certainly this la more forward-looking than 
trying to reconstruct the economic condlllon.i 
of an rarller day. In the probably vain tiopr 
wf «-iii ihpreby recapture the "soelal good" 
thm frtjtted then. ' -
